San Antonio, Tex ., April 13—<U.R) 
- Whipped flat 
by cy clonic 
winds 
which struck the sleeping town last 
night, Roeksprings today 
was 
a 
scene of chaos. 
Onlv one building remains stand­ 
ing—the court house— and it is be- 
iiur used as a receiv ing 
ward tor 
the score of dead and injured being 
brought out o'f the debris. 
Six ty eight bodies had been re- 
eov ered shortly after dawn and es­ 
timates on the probable 
fatalities 
ranged between 75 and 100. 
Efforts at rescue work were im­ 
peded by the roaring waters of the 
Guadalupe riv er which 
is holding 
Red Cross parties and medical au­ 
thorities ort of the town. The unin­ 
jured population of Roeksprings is 
earing for their more 
unfortunate 
townspeople. 
Preceded by a driv ing rain 
and 
hail storm, the death dealing winds 
struck the little town shortly after 
8 :30 p. m., y esterday as the v illagers 
were retiring. 
ll came down with such sudden­ 
ness that no one had a ehaitte 
at 
escape. Frail houses—of the 
ty pe 
well known in this plains country 
were lifted from their foundations 
and splintered to the ground. 
To­ 
day they are piled one on top of the 
other ov er tlie entire area. 
Scores of automobiles were gath­ 
ered on this side of 
Roeksprings, 
hearing medical aid and nurses, un­ 
able to cross the Guadalupe riv er. 
Raifroads do not 
run « 'lose 
to 
Roeksprings. It was an outpost 
of 
( iv ilitati, in the early plains 
day 
and has remained such. 
There were countless 
ex hibitions 
of the grief and desolation left by 
the « lust blackened winds,

Small children were found buried 
under the timbers, their bodies piti­ 
fully crushed and battered.

found all over the area. Stunned by 
the loss of her husband and baby 
boy, one mother sat dry-eyed over 
their bodies refusing workers per- 
mission to remove the bodies to the 
courthouse.
